the city, but he was also a loyal Am­ 
erican citizen, born in America and 
ready to do his part for his country. 
When here in January he stated to a 
News representative and others that 
although 
his

tax would 
amount to a good many thousands^ of 
dollars this year, he was ready to pay 
up cheerfully and thought all others 
should do likewise, and th at he ex­ 
pected to invest every available dol­ 
lar he had in Liberty Bonds every 
time the government made a call. 
This is a case illustrating the dam­ 
age that can be done in bandying ru­ 
mors about, for one always grows 
bigger in repeating and the Innocent 
may suffer from it. Locally all sus­ 
picious cases should be reported to 
the council of defense for investiga­ 
tion and when a rumor is heard one 
should go to the council of defense 
for the facts. Al! disloyalists should 
be dealt with to the full extent of the 
law, but in these days of trouble no 
man should be made the victim of 
mere rumors.

Prof. Glenn Clark has resigned his 
position as head of the department 
of mathematics in the East Central 
normal and will leave in a few days 
to begin work in Houston, Texas, 
with one of the big oil companies. He 
will do work in the geological depart­ 
ment of the oil game. For years he 
has specialized in geological work 
and is just now getting ready to put 
that to practical use. 
Prof. Clark came to the Normal 
in the fall of 1913 and began his ca­ 
reer as a teacher and director of 
athletics. In the five years he has 
been here he has established East 
Central as the leader in football and 
has advanced the school’s standing 
for clean sports and thorough work. 
‘‘The people of Ada and the Nor­ 
mal school particularly,” says Presi­ 
dent Gordon, “will express universal 
regret that Prof. Glenn C. Clark, head 
of the departm ent of mathmetics and 
athletic coach, is severing his con­ 
nection with East Central Normal 
Behoot 
“Ever since Mr. Clark finished his 
course in the University qf Oklaho­ 
ma he has been interested more or 
less in geology, and especially the 
oil phase of geology. Tempting offers 
have come to him from time to time, 
but he has heretofore not been will­ 
ing to give up his work as instructor. 
Some weeks ago, however, an offer 
came from the Gulf Production Com­ 
pany, with headquarters at Houston, 
Texas, that seemed to make it advis­ 
able for him to give up his work as 
a teacher and take up this line of 
work. 
‘‘People who kpow 
Mr. 
Clark’s 
work the closest appreciate him the 
most. He is an instructor of no mean 
ability, is affable and ready at all 
times to co-operate with his fellow 
teachers and hts institution. 
He is 
pehaps better known, however, for 
his work on the athletic field. He has 
always stood for high ideals and clean 
playing in athletics, believing th at 
it is better to lose a game if it takes 
unfair playing of any kind to win it. 
His place in this respect will be very 
difficult to fill. 
“His many friends in the institu­ 
tion and in the city wish him exceed­ 
ingly well In his new venture and 
hope that he and Mrs. Clark will find 
a pleasant place in which to lire and 
be surrounded by good friends.”
